Man Is Put 
Cabinet To 


Succeed E. B. Ryckman| 


Cabinet Minister Was Born 
Here And Has Sister Living 
In Town Now 

IS PROMINENT MEMBER 

OTTAWA, Dec. 7.—R. C. Mat- 
thews, for years a leading figure in 
Toronto business and financial cir- 
cles, became a member of the Ben- 
neti government Wednesday after- 
noon when he was 
Rideau Hall as Minister of National 
Revenue. 

The new minister, who succeeds 
Hon. E. B. Ryckman, at once dem- 
onstrated the qualities which 
brought him success in the business 
world. Within 15 minutes of the 
ceremony at Government House, he 
was at his desk in the Connaught 
Block and had taken over his de- 
partment, Nor was this any formal 
visit to his new quarters: he re- 
mained at work until 6.30 o'clock 
Ever since the retirement of M 
Ryckman, on grounds of ill-health, 
was announced a week ago, it had 
been conceded in Ottawa that Mr, 
Matthews would succeed to the va- 
cant portfolio. Nevertheless, the 
speed with which the new minister 
was inducted rather took the cap= 
ital by surprise. Summoned to Ot- 
tawa by Premier Bennett, Mr. MAt- 
thews arrived Wednesday morning 
and was sworn in at 3.30 Wednes-

where E. J. Lemaire, clerk of the 
Privy Council, read out the oaths 
of office in the presence of the Gov- 
ernor-General, Earl Bessborough. In 
five minutes the M.P. for Toronto 
East Centre had become Hon. R.

It was not that last year 
nor the year before, but the only reason for the 
change was that in helping Mr. Hoover with his 
“noble experiment” (we probably did the right thing, 
at tnat) we stopped sending the United States whis- 
key. Stopped sending it direct, anyway. 


Now the position has changed. With prohibi- 
{ion In the United States recelving formal burial on 
Tu iy the ban on whiskey shipments fs off, and 
we are free to send them all the rye they need, and 
beer, too. But, apparently, there’s to be a catch in 
it, The catch is that the United States will only buy 
our whiskey, or any substantin! quantity of it, on 
condition that we buy more of thelr coal, of their 
manufactures, of other things they have to sell. In 
other words, if we take payment by @iking more of 
their goods, they will let us “set ‘em up” for them. 


Well, if Canada has to buy more American goods 
to get the United States to buy more Canadian goods 
we rather think that the goods we'd prefer to sell 
them would scarcely be Canadian whiskey. 


What about farm products? During the four 
months ending October our sales of farm products 
to the United States were valued at $4,669,000. But 
in the corresponding four months before the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff went into effect our sales to the United 
States of the same products had a value of $19,000,- 
000. In the same four months in 1920, just before 
the Fordney-McCumber tariff, they were valued at 


$53,000,000. 


This suggests, it seems to us, that if Uncle Sam 
wants to get into our market he had better forget 
about our whiskey, think more about our farm pro- 
ducts. A beginning might be made by an examina- 
tion of the Hawley-Smoot tariff—something that Mr. 
Roosevelt promised —Ottawa Journal,

Aocorditigly every food maniffac- 
‘urcr ‘whose product contained 
ecnsiderable amounts of Vija- 
min A, advertised that fact. 

Further, heaith writers, including 
myself, advised the use of foods 
containing Vitamin A, namely: beef 
fat, salmon, spinach, oranges, ban- 
nas, tomatces, liver, eggs, and green 
vegetables. 


No one fas questioned the value 
of Vitamin A, nor have they stated 
that too much might be talken, 

However Vitamin D, bottled sun- 
shine as it is called, that prevents 
‘rickets (bowlegs, knock knecs, pig- 
eon breast) is now under suspicion 
in that ii has been stated that if} 
tco much is taken too much hard 
and bony tissue is formed which 
actanlly the patient by re-;

June of 1933. 

‘In January of 1933: by reason of 
the financial conditions existing 
everywhere in the Province, and 
particularly having regard to con- 
ditions as “they ‘existed in Lindsay 
and Victoria County, the staffs vol- 
untecred. to take a cut of 10 per 
cent, in their salaries dating back 
to the first of January.

It has been 
made plain to the entire. staff that 
the Board has taken this course at 
this time of the year in order to 
give the teachers an opportunity, 
if they so desire, of looking around 
and bettering themselves if they 
feel they can do so. There haye 
been miner adjustments made in 
order to clean up a’ few seeming in- 
consistencies, and the result is that 
in the public school staff salaries 
there is & cut of approximately a 
further 10 per ~cent., while in the 
Collegiate: Institute salaries the cut 
amounts to something over 10 per 
cent, in a great many. cases. 

The Board has made it plain to 
the entire staff that it desires’ to 
retain € end every teacher. The 
Board appreciates the: loyal service 
that the staff has given to the town 
and the county during {his very dis- 
tressing time. It is to be noted that 
prior to the action of the Board in 
regard to salaries one member of 
the Collegiate staff, Mr. Lee, ten- 
dered his resignation; -having re- 
celyed:a very attractive offer from 
Toronto, whereby ‘the goes to To- 
tonto at a salary: considerably larg- 
er.than what ,he is receiying in 
Lindsay. Mr, Lee's departure from 
Lindsay !s not, in any way to. be 
attributed to the present action of 
the Board.

ON TUESDAY 


PRIME MINISTER AND VETER- 
ANS MARCH TO GROVE IN 
WHICH GREAT MAN IS BUR- 
IED 


MONTRBAL, Dec. 6,—They car- 
ried Canada’s Currie up his last 
jong hill Tuesday, afternoon — 
brought him to the grave of his 
own modest choosing—laid ‘him 
away on a restful slope where, by 
tum, Spring winds will set the 
boughs to green and whisper; sSum- 
mer's sorcery Will be felt in all its 
varying touches; the first, sharp 
thrusts of early Autumn frost wil 
soften the setting to the pastora’ 
quiet_and’ contentment of the On- 
tario birthplace from which the 
warrier ‘sprang. 

In the first purple shades of the 
December dusk, they gaye him un- 
to his resting place. A padre’s words 
came slowly across the quiet, A 
stifled sob from ‘somewhere amid 
the watchers. Gleam ‘of: bayonets 
against the darkening sky-line 
Then the upward swing of bugles, 
and the “Last Post” ringing true—

sionary journey. 


It might be remembered that

Some As- 
latic Jews. who had also come to 
Jerusalem from the region where 
Pavl had been carrying o= his mis-) 
slonary activities, had found Pani 
n the temple and had raised a 
groeat outcry against him, charging 
hat he had assailed their religion, 
sejecting the teaching ‘cf Moses and 
lefiling the temple. 

In the unroar Pau!) probably would 
have been killed by fhe mob, but he 
yas rescued by a Roman captain, 
vho, on Paul's declaration of his 
Roman citizenship gaye him per- 


mission to speak to the people.

WRITES ON 
PREVENTING 
FARM FIRES 


The essay that von third prize in 
the ‘contest held by the Farmers’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company 
was written by Miss Helen Mur- 
doch, R.R, 1, Dunsford, entitled 
“How To Prevent Farm Fires,” it 
was as follows: 

You snould nol carry matches in 
your pocket, around the barn or 
Do not smoke or shoot 


Ww. 
around the barn. Do not pub grain 
awey damp in the barn for fear of 
heating and causing combustion. 


Never leave a lantern on the 
ground where th? animals will 
knock it over and be careful and do 
not stumble while carrying it. Nev- 
er leave a lamp Jit where young 


children. can tamper and 
play with it. Always keep 
oil lamps or Janterns away 
from the stove, and leave en- 


ough air space when filling lamps 
or lanterns, to avcid an explosion 
Keep them away from excessive air, 
Be careful that the lamp or lantern 
used does not leak coal-oil, If a 
lamp upsets and spills the oil and 
ignites, grab some heavy woollen 
sarment or rug which will soon ex- 
tinguish the fire. Keep your lamp 
burners well cleaned for dirty burn- 
<rs which cause the light to flutter 
are liable to cause an explosion. 
Never throw water on a fire caused 
py coal-cil because water, instead 
of putting out the fire, spreads it. 
Do not go away and leave the 
draughts on the stove or pipes and 
put very little fire in the stove on 
a windy day. Never pour coal-oil on 
the wood to start a fire. It is very 
dangerous and is liable to ignite and 
flash up before the lid can be put 
on the stove. 

Do not start a fire outside on a 
very windy day or in dry weather 
Never throw the stub of a cigarette 
down in the grass in dry weather 
for fear of fire. Always keep chim- 
neys and stove pipes wel! cleaned 
out. Do not throw hot ashes out 
on the ground before they are cold. 
Never use gasoline near a fire. 
Never leave matches around 
where mice can ehew them and 
kesp them cut of reach of young 
chiléren. 

7€ poss’ble always keep a water 
hose handy and slso a laddez, one 
for the barn and cne for use at the 
house. Burn up all dead leaves and 
cld things which are of no value 
and in which a small spark would 
easily igrite, 

Always Feep a smoke screen on 
top of the smoke stock on the 
threshing machine to prevent 
sparks frym coming out. 

If the stove-pipes catch on fire 
throw two or three handfuls of salt 
in the stove on top of the fire and 
{i will extinguish at once, or Hft 
the stove-pipes and set in a pan 
c{ cold water or snow and ‘+ ‘yi) 
put out the fire. 

Always keep excessive alr away 
fyom a coal-oil stove while in use. 
If possible put asbestos on the 
~oof of house and steel roofing on 
the barn because it won't burn, 

Neyer leave home and go any- 
vbere without first seeing that the 
fire in the stove is oul because a 
very small spark may cause a fire. 
It is wise to have one fire ex- 
tinguisher for the house and three 
fer the barn. They should be hung 
in a dry place where it will be han- 
dy to pull them down tn case of em- 
ergency: 

There should be a “No Smoking 
sr Shooting” sign tacked up at the 
yarn where it can be easily read, 

All buildings should haye lght- 
ning reds on them and when a bad 
(orm is on put the windows down 
and close the doors. Keep away 
from all stee) machinery when an 
electric storm 15 on. 

Do not build out-buildings too 
se together or In a straight line, 
as if one building catches on fire 
the sparks might fly and prebably 
destroy all of them 

If possible have a well near the 
fouse and one near the barn for 
convenience in case of fire. If the 
water in the well is scarce, a water 
tank at the hous? er barn would 
be well to have in case of need,

METHODS IN 
FATTENING 
OF CHICKENS 


POULTRY WILL BE WORTH 
MUCH MORE IF ADVICE OF 
M. H. WINTER IS FOLLOWED. 


During the next two weeks, M. 
H. Winter, local agricultural repre- 
sentative told The Post, many 
farmers will be disposing of their 
Surplus cockerels, pullets and hens 
Many cf these will be put on the 
market improperly finished and not 
only would this mean loss to the 
farmer but the product will be un- 
satisfactory to the dealer as well as 
to the consumer. 

All birds intensled for killing 
fhould be given ten to fourteen days 
finishing, preferably in a fattening 
crate. If a crate is not available a 
box stall will do fair:y well but the 
results will not be as satisfactory. 
The purpese of this finishing per- 
fod is not only to increase the 
| weight but also to improve the qual- 
ity of the flesh and this can only 
be done when the bird takes a min- 
mum of exercise, 

The stall or crate should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected 
and the birds should be dusted with 
syne insect killer before being plac~ 
ed therein. Birds with parasites 
will net make gains. It is probably 
best to miss one feed after being 
put in the crate and the next feed 
should be moistened with water in 
which epsom salts have been dis- 
solved at the rate of one pound to 
a hundrea birds. 

Feed sparingly at first and as 
soon as the birds have finished eat- 
ng remove the surplus feed. Two 
feeds a day will be sufficient at first 
with three towards the end of the 
period. If possible feed after dark 
in the evening. 

T> obtain the best quality of 
ffeshing all feeds shoulda be finely 
ground and oat hulls removed. 
Moisten to a consistency of thin 
porridge with skim milk or butter- 
milk, preferably sour. Some people 
recommend preparing this feed one 
meal ahead. Grit should always be 
before the fowl and either milk or 
water as drink should b* given twice 
a ‘lay. 

Feeds Recommended Are: 

1. Bqual parts of midling, ground 
Oats and Barley. ‘ 

2 Equal parts of midlings, 
sround Oats and Cornmeal. e 
3. Equal parts of ground wheat, 
Oats and Barley. 

4. Equal parts of low grade flour, 
Oats and Barley. 

5. Two parts of ground Oats, one 
pare of ground Buckwheat, 

Tt is important not to sicken the 
birds and it is more preferable to 
have them underfed than to leave 
feed before them, If birds go off 
their feed they should be taken out 
of the fattening crate and killed 
at once or given a few days free- 
dom before being again confined.

They arrived late and two others 
who came still Iater were the gen- 
eral superintendent of the Crawley 
and McCracken works throughout 
Canada and Mr. Reid, local super- 
intendent for the Crawley and Mc- 
Cracken chain of camps on tne Cob- 
oconk-Dorset road, — 

All four guests were unexpected 
and as they arrived late they got 
the tail-end of the meal, not even 
as good as the men were usually 
fed. But all the same they had 
a wonderful meal, as good as they 
could get in almost any hotel, with 
two kinds of meat, two ‘kinds of yeg- 
etables, two kinds of pie, cakes, and 
everything they could desire. They 
were giyen assurance that this is} 
typical of the meals the workers 
get all the time. 

Following dinner, Mr. Grier and 
Mr, Allan inspected the root house, 
meat house, commissariat, and a 
bunkhouse. In all cases they 
found the buildings were in good 


| shape and kept clean. Their atten- 


tion was drawn by the officials, 
however, to the one complaint that 
the camp had conceming buildings. 
The roof of the dining hall leaked 
in heavy rains. “The tables were 
covered by a metal top which kept 
it as clean as possible as there were 
no cracks for dirt to get in. 
The reason why the company does 
not buy more food in Haliburton, 
Mr. Grier was informed by one of 
the officials, is that the farmers 
cannot supply as high quality as 
the compsny desires’ The company 


wants new potatoes and the bes! of 
beef, it was said, because the men 
work better if they are well fed. 
Mr, Grier saw a carcass and other 
meat and said it was of the highest 
quality. »

Lindsay people would be amaz- 
ed if they knew the extent of the 
Toad work that is being undertaken 
in Haliburton and North Victoria 
Counties, by the Northern Develop- 
ment Company, stated Ernest 
Windoyver, of Minden, in conversa- 
tion with The Post on Wednesday. 
The government has authorized 
construction on nearly two hundred 
miles of northern highway and al- 
ready around 1,800 men are being 
employed, with the prospects of 
Several new road and settler camps 
being placed. 

Ernest Windover, owner 
Summer resort in Minden 
prominent citizen in the northern 
district, has taken tremendous 
interest in good road development 
and has 
government interested in several 
of the roads. As a leader in the 
construction of new roads, Mr. 
Windover is well known and is 
probably the very best authority | 
on the present northern deyelop-| 
ment. 

He stated that men from all over 
the province were being employed 
in these camps which were situated 
on the various roads under con- 
Struction. The men were well lock- 
ed after he said, and invited a per- 
sonal inspection of the camps and 
roads. Most of the natives of the 
district worked in what Mw, Wind- 
over called ‘Settlers’ Camps’ board- 
ing themselves and receiving $1.20 
per day; the workers in the road 
camps receive $10 per month, their 
board and medical attention. 

“Scenic Highway” 

The main road or Scenic High- 
‘way as it will be known, runs dir- 
ectly from Lindsay through Min-! 
den, Dorset, Dwight to Huntsville 
and will probably be completed by 
Spring, Mr. Windoyer stated. This 
road was extensively travelled last 
Summer and he predicts an. enor- 
mous tourist trade for the northern 
and Lindsay district in the future. 
Main roads will run out as connect- 
ing Unks from the scenic highway

With an estimated loss of $6,500, | 
partially covered by insurance, 
Frank Pickett’s grocery store on the 
main street of Omemee was gutted 
by a fire Wednesday that burnt 
the entire two-storey brick build- 
ing and was prevented from sweop- 
ing the stores on the east side by 
the combined efforts of both the 
Omemee and Lindsay fire crews. 
Believed to have started between 
430 and 5 o'clock in the morning 
from an overheated box stove, and 
defeating the efforts of the Ome- 
mee fire crew to even hold it in 
check the fire lasted for four} 
hours, partially burning Dickson's 
Egg Grading Store on the east side 
and the west wall caving in and 
smashing the room of Kingsboro's 
garage on the other side. 
(All the buildings damaged were 
owned by the T. H. Parson's Es- 
tate, the store being valued at 
around $4,000 and covered by insur- 
ance. The contents and fixings 
valued at $2,500 were owned by 
Frank Pickett and covered with 
ebout $1,600 of insurance. 
The fire was first noticed by Her- 
ert Jones, of Omemee, at five 
o'clock as he was going to work. 
He notified the phone operator who

geons of Ontario. He also took a 
special courses in bmdge, crown and 
porcelain work, and in orthodentia 
at this college. 
An oil portrait has been made 
of him that hangs in the halls 
of the R.C.D.S,, in Toronto, occupy- 
ing a place of honor among the 
distinguished Canadian dentists. 

Dr. Neeiands is still active pnysic- 
ally and alert mentally, taking great 
pleasure wut of long automobile 
drives, with his dauguter.

MEANS MUCH HERE 


Encouraging government and Jo- 
2al reports show a decided increase 
im the lumber business in 1933 and 
at uhe present rate of advancement 
should herald an increase in labor 
ind lumber operations in this dis- 
trict. 


In conversation with James Peel 
of the Gul River Lumber Company 
and with Ccl. F. J. Carew of the 
Carew Lumber Company, The Post 
was. informed ijiat business had 
increased more in 1933 than for sev- 
eral years past. Both companies had 
received more oiders, decreasing 
their supply of standing lumber to 
suca an extent as wil force work- 
ing cperations in the near future if 
the demand keeps on tls present up- 
‘ward lift. 

In explaining the situation James 
Peel stated: “We find a gradual 
imprevement in many channels of 
lumber business since the first of 
June owing to the demand from 
Great Britain taking the surplus 
stock in many items of spruce and 
hardwood from Eastern Canada and 
elso owing to a better demand of 
Jumber fer repair work, summer cct- 
sages and boxes. 

“The ordinary building trades 
are still very quiet and await better 
prices for farm products and a more 
general employment of labor before 
it is possible to resume anything 
tke normal conditions, The cut of 
new lumber in this district will be 
far below normal until Ontario 
business trade revives.” 

Prices Are Rising 

Mr. Peel stated the main reason 
for the imprevement in business in 
the last few months was owing to 
the fact that in June the lumber 
prices stopped declining and have 
been on a gradual uplift. 

Mr. Carew stated that business 
had been better this year than in 
the past three years. A large 
amount of cut lumber had been 
shipped he stated making necessary 
the cutting of the company’s large 
supply of logs next year. “As we 
have large cribs of logs here and 
up north we, will not find 1t neces- 
sary to do any timber cutting," Mr. 
Carew stazed, “but these legs will 
be all san up next summer.” 

“Tf the demand keeps up you can 
look forward to future develop- 
ments, he said, for our supply will 
have to be kept up to a sufficient 
polnt to moet any demands.

Improvement Is General 

The menthly letter of the Royal 
Buns of Canada contains a sum- 
mary of the great improvement 
which has taken place in the lum- 
ber industry throughout Canada. 
This development has been so ex- 
ceptional thal it is certainly worthy 
of special comment. 


It says, in part, th! indus- 
tries In ary country beneflt- 
ted to as great an extent trom the 


improvement in world conditions 
as has the lumbering industry In 
Canada. The improvement in this 
Industry was peculiarly welcome be- 
cause lumbering has not been; thor- 
oughly prosperous since 1920, and 
(ron 1926 until Muay, 1933, condt~ 
Lions became steadily worse. Year by 
year the number of men employed 
decreased, wocds Gpeérations were 
curtailed but stocks of wood on 
hand cont nued to increase. Inven*- 
orjes, particulanly in Eastern Can- 
ada, became unduly large and in 
many instances ythey seemed com- 
pletely unsalable, With the sudden 
increase in the demand from the 
British market in June, July and 
August, vhis situation was sharply 
reversed. August shipments of 
plurks ang boards were more than 
four times as great as those of 
April, The demand from the British 
market was larger than for many 


sold. Stocks on hand in all parts of

Last winter the total 
Quebec cul was 545 million [eet it 
is expected that this total will be 
increased to over 790 million feet 
this season, It should be clearly un- 
derstood that this last estimate in- 
cluces the cut for pulp.The cut of 
pulpwood is also being somewhat 
increased, as the last few years of 
sharply curtailed operations have 
served to reduce wood piles to such 
an extent that replenishment ‘has 
become essential. 

As yecorded by the official “scale” 
of tne Frovincial Forestry Branch, 
production of lumber in “ British 
Colimbia in 1932 was the smallest 
since 1917. This year the extraordin- 
ary demand for lumber from foreig 
markets has led to a substantial ex- 
pansion in activity, 

Many More employed 

This resumption of woods activity 
in both eastern and western Canada 
has already been reflected in the 
volume of employment. Last year on 
October 1, there were 7,740 men 
working in logging operations in 
the Canadian woods. The Index was 
the lowest for any October since 
the statistics were first collected; 
only 740 had been added to the pay- 
roll during the previcus month, On 
October 1 this year, 233 companies:

The work of Children’s Aid Soci- 
etles had been greatly helped, he 
said by the new Adoption Act, by 
Which a child, adopted legally, was 
entitled to inherit the estate of ad- 
opted parents, as well as that of its 
uttual parents. Between 1931 and 
1933, 850 adoption orders had béen 
taken out in Ontarid, 57 per cent. 
of “these being cdses under. the 
Children of Unmarried Parents Act, 
hd 31 per cent. of them being pro- 
Vided by the iChildren's Aid Socl- 
aties. Adoptions, he sald; lifted 
breat burdens from the; muntcipali- 
ties, and this condition was decreas- 
Ing rather than increasing. When 
the Children of Unmarried Parents 
Act came’ into’ effect eleven years 
fgo, there were’ 102 ‘cases under; it 
inthe firet four months. This had 
been gradually increasing, and in 
the last year the number of. cases 
was 2,100. Pointing to the fact that 
there were st{ll many weaknesses 
in this act, Judge, McGibbon sug- 
gested that the Children’s Aid So- 
cielies ought to make every effort 
to have these amended soi as to 
strengthen the arm of the law. 
Pointing to the fact that there 
wete 42,000 éither blind, deaf, crip- 
pled or otherwise handicapped in 
the province of Ontario, Judge Mc- 
Gibbonthen went on to disctiss the 
problems of the mental defectives: 

Sterilization 
“T hope that this province will 
see the day when a system will be 
put in force to remedy, this condi- 
tion by: sterilization of mentally de- 
fectives, I imow of a case of one 
girl, mentally defective; who was the 
mother of seven childen, all defect- 
ive. In another case, a mentally 
defective wirl has given birth to two 
mentally defective children; This 1s 
Am issue that must be faced. People 
have to be educated to a matter 
Of this kind, arid an’ organization 
such as yours ouglit to mike repre- 
sentations on this matter to. the 
powers that be. There-are so many 
rthings that could be done if you all 
banded yourselves together, ard this 
would be a wondektui thing for the 
provinee and for those who cannot 
take care of themseiyes.”

It wouldn't be like Christ- 
mos unless the butchers had their 
shops laden with fowl, fowl of all 
kinds, turkeys, geese, ducks and 
chickens. And it wouldn't be Christ- 
mas unless mother (in the major- 
ity of homes) was not stuffing with 
the most delicious dressing and 
browning to the perfect tenderness 
and crisp browness these habitats 
of the barnyard kingdom. 

In conversation with a few of the 
butchers The Post learned that the 
prices of fowl are somewhat lower 
this year than last and that they 
think the trade will be about the 
same in quantity. The quality is 
just fair and about the same as 
last year. The weather at the time 
of the conversation was turning a 
little colder after a mild spell and 
the butcher said he hoped it would 
get cold for the fowl trade was 
much brisker if there was a little 
frostiness in the air. 

In most towns and cities the fowl 
jare sold undrawn but in Lindsay 
the majority are drawn so in quot- 
ing the prices both the undrawn 
and the drawn were given. Prices 
were as follows with the undrawn 
price mentioned first and followed 
by the drawn prices: Turk:

William J. Murphy Tells of 
Dairy Business As Ho Saw 
It In England 


SUCCESSFUL TRIP 


William J, Murphy, local breed- 
or of Holstein Cattle and Secretary 
ofthe Victoria County Holstein 
Club, has just returned from Eng- 
land on which trip he accompan- 
ded a trial shipment of twenty cows 
16 the Chesiré district. Mr, Murphy 
reports a most pleasant time. He 
droye over a large part of the dis- 
trict surrounding ‘London and vis- 
ited a great. number of the farms 
from which-herds supply milk to 
that city. Eyerywhere he found 
the Englishmen most friendly and 
anxious to learn of conditions and 
the! way the“dairy business is han- 
dled in Canada. : 


To a great extent milk supplied 
to London is.from herds of Short- 
hom cattle From ten to one hun- 
dred and forty cattle were seen on 
farms visited.” The English pasturc 
is excellent but as a rule dairy cow: 
Are nof as well fed during the win- 
fer as they are in Canada. The 
milk is transported to London by 
truck and freight and pald for on a 
flat basis. The majority of the 
herds are not T-B. or blood tested. 
In the smaUer ‘centres milk is still 
distributed’ in bulk from. cans, . in 
the cities a percentage is pasteurlzed 
and bottled and sold at from four- 
teen to eighteen cents a quart, the! 
latter price ‘being obtained from

Cars dairy cows sent over this 
summer that have not done the 
grade any good, moreover there 1s 
really no organization properly 
equipped to handle the sales of 
dairy cows. On the other hand 
}splendid organizations haye been 
built up at the different ports to 
handle the sale of Canadiay aes 
cattle. 

While in England Mr. Murphy 
had the privege and pleasure of 
visiting a number of purebred 
breeders of British Holstein Frie- 
sian cows. Personally he does not 
like what they called thelr best 
Holsteins as well as our Canadian 
cows, It is his opinion they have 
emphasized ‘the breeding for con- 
stitution too much and as a result 
most of their Holstein Frieslans are 
too course «and do not show too 
much production. Some of our 
good Canadian ‘bulls showld make 
a wonderful improvement but at 
the present time that looks like an 
impossibility. 

He had a very pleasant visit with 

the Past President of the British 
Friesian Society (which by the way 
is the wealthiest ‘breed society in 
the world). The latter states em- 
phatically that they will never al- 
low Canadian Holsteins to be reg- 
istered in thelr herd book. The 
high price importation from South 
Africa some years ago has not been 
settled yel regarding registry cert- 
ificates. 
Mr. Murphy says that we are in 
@ position to ship a few good grade 
cows from time to) time as he be- 
lieves we haye got hold of the right 
man to handle them but would ad- 
vise against any indiscriminate 
Shipments as he js afrald the ship- 
per would be very disappointed be- 
cause in: that country as In every 
other country Including this it is 
difficult for a stranger to sell.

Not that one 
would set these principles of Jesus 
ever against the peaceable and 
lighteous teachings of other relig-} 
fons, bul because Jesus expressed 
50 fully and vitally in his life and 
teaching suiystance cf all true re- 
ligion. 

It is the things that are against 
the spirit cf Jesus that are so men- 
acing in the world today, both in 
naticnal and in international life. 
As long as race prejudice and in- 
tolerance and persecution mile in 
‘any naticn the peace of the world 
is endangered. 

These are dark days in which 
we are living, from the standpoint 
of the cause of peace; but the 
world is being driveh by events as 
mush as by idedls to solve this 
brevlem of peace, If-civilization it- 
self is tobe preserved.

Shows Lumberjacks Are 
Law-Abiding Men; Speaks 
Of Bush Trouble 


LIVES OFTEN RISKED 


FFNELON FALLS, Dec. 15—(Stafi 
(Staff Correspondence)—While in 
conversation with an acquaintance 
recently the writer gathered the 
following comment: 

“Almost every paper especially 
the Toronto morning and evening 
papers write long articles on the 
bush trouble up north, 

“The news broadcast also is giving 
considerable time to this trouble, 
and invariably they refer to it as 
the ‘Lumberjacks Disturbance,’ To 
my mind this is all wrong. 

“For years I lived in a section 
where bush operations were the 
main occupation and a better class 
of men never lived in Canada than 
what was then known as ‘Lumber- 
jacks.’ A more law-abiding class 
of men could not be found any- 
where. We read reports from time 
to time of some special act of her- 
oism and have no fault to find 
with any praise or honor given 
the hero. But I can recall dozens 
of instances where the real ‘Lum- 
berjack’ risked his own life many 
times for his fellow workmen or 
anyone else, and there was seldom 
any mention of its unless among 
the men themselves, 

“There was never any trouble in 
camps of any importance, and con- 
ditions today are a thousand times 
better than they were then. The 
class of food supplied today by all 
bush operators, even the jobbers, is 
much better than 80 per cent. of 
the hotels, cafeterias or homes sup- 
ply. Every time I see or hear the 
name ‘Lumberjack’ given to this 
agitation it makes me sick, and T 
know there are thousands like me, 
They are not ‘Lumberjacks’ and 
have no right to be classed as such, 

Act of Ieroism 

“One incident that is quite fresh 
in my mind happened on the Pot- 
ash River where a flat jam of over 
two miles had formed, Most of 
the men were working onthe rapids 
above the bow of the jam rolling 
off, and taking down the logs. 

“One young man by the name 
of Maybee, a son of Samuel May- 
bee, of Fenelon Falls, was swept 
off his feet and carried through the 
swift rapids which were called 
were down the river at the bow of 
‘White Water.’

lfornia orange. The skin does not 
separate jike tne California fruit 
but they tell us that it does not pay 
to ship such large oranges and the 
same way with grape frult. We 
bought three very large grape- 
fruit today for ten cents, and we 
saw smail juicy orangjes marked 
6c uw dozen, 

We arrived in St, Petersburg just 
one week after leaving home. ‘The 
entire disiance was covered without 
accident und the expense was much 
less than we anticlpared as all notel 
rates are down,

Davies, Senitary Inspector report- 
ed ihere had only been one case 
of diphtheria, one of scarlet fever 
and cne of measles during the past 
year and at present there were no 
communicable diseases. 

Newton Smale chairman of the 
Board commented on this as being 
an excellent record for the town of 
Linésay which compared very fay- 
murably with the health record in 
other towns and cities. He stated 
the community owed a great deal 
to Dr G. C, Lawreive, herd inspec- 
tor, Miss M, Mackenzie public 
health nurse and T. H. Davies, sani- 
tary inspector, for their fine work 
in enarding the heplih of the cit- 
izens, 

M: Smale stated that Lindsay 
was very fortunate In regard to the 
special precautions that were taken 
wita the town supply of milk saying 
that impure milk could easily lead 
to a seriovs epidemic of disease in 
anv community. 

Sewer Gas 

A complaint was veceived by the 
Bord from o resident in the North 
Ward who stated that sewer gas 
hai been noticeable in his cellar 
for some vime. The Secretary was 
requested to inform the complain- 
ant that if he chang<d the breath- 


the Inside of his collar to the out- 
side it would eliminate all possi- 
bilicy of sewer gas.

Annual Report 

The annual report submitted by 
Dr. G. GC. Lawrence, herd inspector, 
brought forth comments of appre- 
ciation from the members of the 
Board as it gave a brief survey of 
the work carried out during the} 
year in connection with the: milk 
and sweet*cream supply of Lind- 
say. 

The milk is retailed by seven 
dairies two of which pasteurise 
their products and five raw milk 
dairies two of .which pasteurize 
this year. These haye been visit- 
ed at various intervals by Dr, Law- 
rence, 

The dairies, two stores, and one 
bakery are supplied by 37 produc- 
ers, Which include seven whose pre- 
mises are inspected and herds kept 
tested for reserve and summer sup- 
ply when the demand is greater. 

During the year six new herds 
have been taken on and six discon- 
tinued. There have been 45 animals 
Tuberculin tested for admission to 
herds as additions, with one reac- 
tor being rejected. 

The produucers herds are divid- 
ed in two lots; those government 
accredited for tuberculosis being 
six herds, consisting of 85 cows and 
95 other animals, those under our 
municipal testing plan, 31 herds, 
consisting of 589 cows and 459 
other cattle. A total of 1048 ani- 
mals more than a year ago. 

Tuberculin Tests 

A total of 1,089 tuberculin tes s 
have been applied during the year 
with 14 reactions, three of these 
being in original herds and the re- 
mainder in new ones taken on, All 
herds in which reactors are found 
are given a 60-day retest, affected 
Ones removed and premises clean- 
ed and disinfected, 

One hundred and fifty-nine vis- 
its have been made to producers’ 
premises, 67 samples of milk and 
also a number of bottles have been 
sent to the Provincial Laborator- 
jes from the dairles. Thirty pro- 
ducers’ samples have also been sent 
and a number of sediment tests 
made, In addition to these reports 
have been received on 111 samples 
from one dairy which sends samples 
regularly to the Provincial Labor- 
atory,

On the morning of Nov. 27th, Dr. 
fcely: left his apartment on West 
Park Ave., Butte Montana, and went 
to his office as usual, On the way 
he .stopped and chatted with his 
brother-in-law, Arch., McTaggart, 
Mayor of Butte,’ and Dr. Joseph 
Kelly, who’ later testified that Dr. 
Kelly was in fine spirits. : 

For some unknown reason Dr. 
Kelly returned to his ‘apartment 
and evidently surprised a man in 
the act of \burglarizing his roomts. 
The man seized Dy. Kelly's 38 cal- 
libre revolver);and, fired two shots, 
one builet entering the wall at a 45 
‘degree ‘angle and the other striking 
Dr, Kelly on the side of his hed. 
The Docter:hac evidently tried to 
seize the gun as there were powder 
burns on: his left hand. Dr. Peter- 
son ;who!was called to attend the 
stricken. man said he found him 
mortally wounded and: that death 
which, occurred in a few minutes 
was due to hemmorage and shock. 
The family in the next apart- 
ment heard two doors open and 
close, ten minutes later they again 
heard the doors, and in four sece 
ends two shots were heard.

Described 


Rev. A. E. Doe Was Generally 
Satisfied With Penitentiary 
After Inspecting It. 


STAGE NOT SET 


So much has deen said and writ- 
ten Jately concerning conditions in 
Kingston penitentiary that the ad- 
dress delivered by Pey. A. E, Doe, 
of Woodville, before the Lindsay 
Kiwanis Olub Thuidsay was en- 
lightening as well a; very interest-~ 
ing. There was a splendid attend- 
ance of members and guests and at 
the close a number of questions 
were asked of the syeaker. 


While siating that he did not 
pose as an authority on conditions 
in the “pen” yet he had heen privil- 
egad to spend four hours as a visit- 
or <n the institution and he had 
been keen in his observations. He 
did not believe that anything had 
been put in readiness for his visit, 
xs he and otheis had arrived un- 
announced. There was no parade 
for their special benefit. Among 
Other things Rey. Mr. Doe said: 

“Prisoners get everything they 
need or require in their cells—cots 
attached to the wall, mattresses, 
pillows, -«cncets, pyJemas, wash bas- 
in, and flush.” 

“It was quite evident that there 
existed between the Warden and 
the priscrers a very kindly rela- 
tionship. The prisoners did not 
seen to te embarrased.”

Such figures leave no doubt regarding the value | 
of the Einpire trade agreements. The Imperial Econ- 
onde Conference of 1932 may not have fulfilled all our 
expectations, 
trade, Today more than ever before in their history, 
Empire countries are trading among tihemselves, 
trading to advantage. Nor is this trade being done 
at the loss of barter with other countries. The Ot- 
tawa agreements were never intended to build a wall 
about the British Empire, never contemplated an 
Empire that would always sell and never buy. On 
the contrary, one of their chief alms was to make 
2 beginning toward breaking down ‘rade barriers 

everywhere, to foster trade with all countries. So far 
as Canada is concerned, the objective is belng reach- 
ed. The present Government has concluded trade 
agreements with a number of non-Empire countries, 
is considering agreements with others; and in Nov- 
ember our trade with these countries increased by 14 
per cent. People who ask what the Bennett Govern- | 
mnt has done for Canada these three years past el- 
ther forget or are ignorant of what it has done about 
trade; about helping to keep our industries going, 
providing work and wages. It is a record as fine as 
can be shown by any Government anywhere, perhaps 
the best record of any Government—Ottawa Journal.

England Still Has 
Feudal Farming 


Tl will astonish many people, says 
the Implement ind Machinery Re- 
yiew (England) to learn ‘that the 
feudal way of farming is still being 
practised in England, even in the 
twenticth century. Laxton, Notting- 
hamshire, is described as the last 
Village in England that is still farm- 
ed on the manorial system, which 
reached its zenith about 1200 A.D. 
Here every farmer lives in the yil- 
lage street instead of on his holding 
and his haystacks, sheds, ete, all 
alongside his cottage. The parish 
is divided into three huge open fielas 
vach of about 400 acres, usea for 
wheat, spring corn and dead fallow 
in turn, and there is also a large 
common. Every farmer or “yillein’” 
may use the common and may graze 
Nis quota of 20 sheep on the stub- 
ble of the other fields as soon as 
they have been reaped and officially 
“broken’’ by the ringing of a bell. 
To adeition, 80 or 40 eres of 
divided up) into about 16 
Portions scattercd fur and wide over 
the three open fields.
